A. Collister was appointed as returning officer 
for forthcoming elections to be held in Cole¬ 
man on October 18th. There will be two va¬ 
cancies on council as the terms of A. Delucca 
and J. Wavrecan expire. Nominations day has 
been set for September 27th. 


The agreement with the Provin¬ 
cial Government regarding the 
laying of cement sidewalks in Cole¬ 
man was duly signed and has been 
returned to Edmonton. Tenders are 
to be considered on Monday, Sept¬ 
ember 11th, so that immediate 
construction on the new sidewalks 
can commence. The new walks are 
being built under the Provincial 
Government’s five year plan. 

A new, colorful sign is to be built 
and erected at the entrance to 
Coleman at the Kananaskis High¬ 
way. If the sign meets with coun¬ 
cil’s favor two other signs will be 
built for erection at both the east 
and west entrances of the town. 

The signs will bear such letter¬ 
ing as “Entering Coleman, The 
Friendly Town”.

The matter of the forthcoming 
Municipalities convention to be 
held in Edmonton on October 25, 
26 and 27 was briefly discussed and 
will be brought up at the next 
meeting. 

Reports were heard on the ex¬ 
cellent resurfacing program that 
is being done by the town of Cole¬ 
man. All main thoroughfares in 
town are receiving a variable ap¬ 
plication of hard surface which has 
greatly improved the already fair 
streets in town. 

The council are planning on hav¬ 
ing additional work done to fill in 
the area from curbs to the paved 
edges with a fine gravel and oil 
mixture to protect the new pave¬ 
ment and to eliminate any dust. 

Claims Article 
Distorts Truth 

BANFF, Alta. — A recent art¬ 
icle in a National magazine ac¬ 
claiming blood transfusions as le¬ 
thal weapons of medical science, 
came in for harsh criticism Wed¬ 
nesday by Dr. Eric Nation, Medi¬ 
cal Director of the Calgary Red 
Cross Blood Transfusion Depot. 

Speaking to Junior Red Cross 
members in session at the Banff 
School of Fine Arts, Dr. Nation 
termed the article a great untruth 
“which gave a very distorted pic¬ 
ture of blood transfusions as car¬ 
ried out in Canada and made an 
unjustified attack on the judgment 
of the average practising doctor ” 
He also pointed out that the ad 
ministering of transfusions was 
not under direct control of Red 
Cross which had responsibility 
only in the area of supplying the 
blood needs of hospitals and doc¬ 
tors. 

Saving Lives 

Such modern medical techniques 
as hole in the heart surgery and 
artificial kidney procedure were 
made possible because of the blood 
supply made available by Red 
Cross, Dr. Nation stated, and add 
ed that eplacement transfusions 
for infants with an RH blood fact 
or and use of blood products in 
treatment of haemophiliacs were 
saving thousands of lives. 

He paid high tribute to the Red 
Cross blood donors who made it 
possible for Canadians to have 
blood at any time without cost no 
matter how rare their blood type. 

“Community Service” was the 
theme of conference sessions on 
Wednesday, as Red Cross youth 
members listed projects carried 
out in their local communities. 

These varied from caring for 
cemeteries to the sponsorship of 
“Slave Auctions” in which the teen 
agers advertised their time and 
talent for sale to groups and indi¬ 
viduals with a dual purpose of 
providing community service and 
augmenting Jr. Red Cross funds. 

Coleman Hotel

building. 

A material, having the appear¬ 
ance of rock and brick, is being 
put on the front of the building 
which is adding a great deal to the 
appearance of the Coleman main 
street. 

Jack and Marie Ostash, who took 
over the hotel some time ago, 
have completely remodelled the 
inside of the beverage rooms and 
have built a new entrance to the 
ladies’ section during the past 
year. 

All new furniture and lighting 
has been put into the beverage 
rooms and a new cafe section has 
been built into the front section 
of the hotel. 

Rooms in the hotel have also 
been done over and provide for ex¬ 
cellent accommodation. 


Forestry Planning 
New Road 

The Forestry personnel are this 
month building a gate across the 
Lyons Creek Road proceeding 
from Blairmore south to the Goat 
and Lynx Creek areas. 

Forestry officials have advised 
that the purpose of the gate will 
be to provide rtiore facilities for 
registrations when entering the 
Crows Nest Forestry Reserve. 

When the gate is completed reg¬ 
istration boxes will be set up where 
persons entering the reserve can 
get their travel permits and fill 
out rifle registrations. 

General information regarding 
travel routes in the reserve as well 
as fire conditions and road closure 
information will be posted as re¬ 
quired. The new gate is one of 
several that are being built at var¬ 
ious points in the forest reserves. 
The Lyons Creek road, built and 
maintained by Blairmore Sawmills 
is a logging road under licence of 
occupation by Blairmore Sawmills 
and although open to the public, 
persons using the road are request¬ 
ed to use caution as heavily load¬ 
ed timber trucks use the road. 

The road, bordered on both sides 
by heavy timber areas provides a 
fire hazard and travellers on the 
road are urged to use extreme 
c are with cigarettes and any flam- 
able materials. 

According to Forestry officials it 
is proposed that the L\ons Creek 
l oad be extended next year so that 
it will connect with the Carbon- 
dale Road which will provide for 
an excellent circular tour of the

WINNIPEG'S METRO GOVERNMENT 

Winnipeg is a big, sprawling metropolis, 
growing quickly and steadily. Because the 
plans of the various municipalities were some¬ 
times in conflict, the Government of Manitoba 
set up a Metropolitan Corporation to take over 
those services in which co-ordination seemed 
most necessary. 

While many citizens feared that another 
government on top of all the others, might 
mean just too much in the way of taxes, there 
was a general tendency to go along with the 
idea and give Metro a chance. 

Today it is difficult not to take sides in the 
great debate about Metro. Many are up in 
arms against it, but it also has firm support¬ 
ers who feel it has done fairly well and that 
mistakes were only to be expected. 

The loudest complaint, and perhaps the 
most valid one, is that Metro has tried to go 
too far too fast. In any case, criticism has 
mounted over the past few weeks. 

Oddly enough, the greatest criticism of 
Metro has arisen not from things which it has 
done but merely from things it is said to be 
planning. * 

First came the widespread rumor that Met¬ 
ro was going to ask for a tax of ten dollars on 
every automobile. Naturally those people who 
must drive a car, and who are already finding 
it hard to meet maintenance costs, looked on 
that tax as the straw that would break their 
back. 

Then came the news that a Metro plan¬ 
ning committee wanted to take down all the 
projecting signs on Winnipeg streets. This 
plan would hit almost every merchant in the 
Metro area, as well as the sign companies, 
their employees and suppliers. It might not 
bother the big department stores, which are 
easily found or identified, but it would be a 
terrific blow to the small side street establish¬ 
ments. 

The sign industry complained that Metro 
wanted to make Winnipeg into a quiet town 
instead of busiest, brightest city of the great 
Midwest. Many Metro councillors declared 
that nothing had been done, that everybody 
was getting excited prematurely. 

The fact is, however, that Metro, in the 
long run, may be destroyed not on the big im¬ 
portant issues, or on what it actually does, but 
on the things it seems to threaten to do. Citi¬ 
zens will often face up to unpleasant facts . . . 
But they cannot stand endless uncertainty and 
rumors.

Safe driving advice 
from A.C.I.F. 

More traffic fatalities occur in 
summer than winter. 

In July and August of last year 
there were almost three times as 
many traffic deaths as in Janu¬ 
ary, according to the All Canada 
Insurance Federation. 

Safety experts state that 99 per 
cent of all accidents are avoidable 
and only a very few are caused 
by bad roads, poor conditions or 
mechanical failures. The Federa¬ 
tion, which represents more than 
220 fire, automobile and casualty 
insurance companies, suggests the 
following tips from professional 
drivers: 

1— When driving a strange car— 
or if someone has used your 
car recently—readjust the seat 
and rear view mirror. 

2— A straight posture behind the 
wheel is safer and more effici¬ 
ent than a slouching one. 

3— Hands should grasp the rim 
of the steering wheel, not the 
spokes; most professional driv¬ 
ers suggest a fairly high posiiton 
on the wheel. 

4— Most restful position is with the 
upper arms vertical and the el¬ 
bows fairly close to the body. 

5— Driving should be done when 
you are relaxed and alert. Time 
of emotional stress or unusual 
tiredness are unsafe for driving. 

6— Always start the car slowly; 
stop smoothly and slowly. Quick 
stops except in emergencies, 
are the mark of a careless driver 

7— Watch the car ahead of you, 
and the one ahead of that; check 
the rear view mirror frequently, 
especially when slowing or stop¬ 
ping. 

8— On the open road, keep up with 
the traffic; don’t fall behind or 
try to beat it. 

9— On long trips, take frequent 
rests and don’t over-eat; always 
keep at least one window partly 

open. 

10— Always drive more slowly at 
night.
